Ratepayers Repudiate 
Action of the Council 


A meeting of the ratepayers of‘ the 
town of Blairmore was held in 
the: Budd hali on Monday evening 
last. . There were nearly sixty per 
sons present, and considerable time 
was taken up in discussing some 
municipal affairs.

called to order the object of the 
gathering was made plain. 

H. E. Lyon stated that the West 
Canadian Coliieries had offered- the 
town of Blairmore land to the value 
of $3,000. This land inclnded a. site 
for_fire hall -and five aeres : fora 
nuisance ground, 

J. Menard, the newly appointed 
manager for the West Canadian Col- 
Herles, said. that when representa- 
tives of the town council looked for 
a site fora fire ball the West Cana- 
dian Collieries were not approached 
regarding the matter. The price 
asked for the lots which were recom- 
mended by the council, was $1 890. 
This expense the local coal .company 
were willing to save the town by 
giving a free site for fire hall and a 
large parcel of land for a nuisance 
ground. The fire hall site consisted 
of two corner Jots on Victoria street 
and east of the telephone office. 
Other parties offered land at $150 
per nere for nuisance ground. The 
W.C. C. offered five acres near the 
mine for nothing. 

D. A. Sinclair wanted to contradict 
some statements made bv the Mayor, 
at recent council meetings, regard- 
ing the ownership of lots agreed by 
the council as being ‘suitable place 
for fire hall but the speaker was 
ruled out of order by the chairman. 
=~ J.-Ayv-MaeDonald-thought-that-Mr.- 
Sinclair was perfectly  justificd in 
talking the way he did-since—he 
(Sinclair) declared it was to make. 
plain some remarks whieh be intend- 


’}ed to make later. 


- P—P.C. Diain wanted to see the -fire- 

‘located in or near the centre of 
the business. section. He believed 
that the ~offer made by the West 


Canadian Collieries was a generous 
one but the speaker did not consider

He favored the proposition made by 
the West Canadian Collieries be- 
cause be believed that he would be 
thus serving the best interests of the 
town. A free site would meana 
saving of $1,300 to spend on equip- 
ment. He had been elected by the 
ratepayers to serve the latter's irter- 
ests, and the speaker declared that 
he intended to cdrry out the wish of 
the people.

SORGHUM FOR FORAGE. — 


With Other Feeds It Makes en Excel- 7. 
“tent Ration For All Aninials.’ 

Last fall in passing through middie 
Tennessee I was impressed by the 
amount of sorghum cane grown for 
stock feeding, says a correspondent of 
the Country Gentleman. Right beside 
fields in which corn’ had been left un- 
cut were patches of sorghum carefully 
cut and shocked. This was surprising 
even to one who had long known the 
value of this crop for winter feeding, 
for it showed that these farmers, con- 
sidered sorghum so much more valua- 
ble.for forage than corn -stover that— 
they could afford-to-leave-the latter in 
the fields and devote land to the former 
to supply their need of roughage. 

The sorghum in this section is plant- 
ed rather thinly in drills about three 
feet apart and cultivated like corn. 
Thus planted the stalks attain consid- 
erable size. In’many fields the shocks 
were twelve feet high or over, and a

large percentage of the stalks were an 
inch in diameter. Sorghum is allowed 
to ripen seed and is then cut rather 
close to the ground and put in small 
open shocks. When the blades are 
thoroughly cured it’ may be hauled tn 
and set up in mow or shed and will 
keep perfectly until New Year’s or 
longer. It is not wise to try to keep it 
late in the winter since after a time 
the juice gets sour if the sorghum is 
st In a damp place, or if kept very 
“di @ SuUifAs veCunie woody and tess 
palatable-—_~ : 

Sorghum is frequently sown with cow- 
peas and cut and cured for hay. It is 
sometimes planted quite thickly in the 
drill and cut and shocked as described. 
After some experience with all these 
methods, however, I feel sure that the 
best’ plan is to give it plenty of room 
to make big, juicy stalks. All kinds of 
live stock are fond of these, and they 
are fine feed for cattle and hogs. A 
few stalks a day are splendid for 
horses and mules that are -being fat- 
tened, and hogs will chew them with 
the greatest relish. I do not believe, 
however, that it pays to grow sorghum 
for fattening hogs to gather in the 
field. They have to work too hard to 
get the stalks broken down. 

Of course sorghum is a very one 
sided feed and should not be made the 
whole forage™ration for any sort of 
young stock. It ia very rich tn carbo- 
hydrates and low in protein and should 
be fed with care to horses and prop- 
erly balanced with more\nitrogenous 
feeds for all animals. So fed\however, 
it is excellent and should be more gen- 
erally grown, In a dry season I\be- 
Neve sorghum will give more feed to. 
the acre than almost any crop that can ~ 
be grown, and it has the ability to 
make a yield on lands too poor to pro- 
duce a crop of corn. To do its best, 
however, it must have just such a soil \S 
as corn needs—deep, loose, rich, well ‘ 
filled with stable manure or other vege- 
table matter. On such a soil a yield of 
fifteen or twenty tons to the acre is 
easily possible,

Getting Inte Hard Soil. 

In raising a good crop it must bs 
conceded that’traction farming is far 
ahead of farming done with animal 
‘power. It is a well known fatt and all 
agricultural authorities agree that deep 
plowing and the packing of the subsoil 
produce a better crop than is possible 
with the ordinary method of shallow 
plowing. It is almost an impossibility 
to plow deep with horses and the com- 
mon horse plow because the entire out: 
fit {is too light to get down into the 
hard soil. On the other hand, an en- 
gine is heavy and strong enough to be 
forced deep enough to secure good’ re- 
sults, At the same time it is far cheap-_ 
er to plow with an engine than it is to 
plow with horses.—American Agricul- 
turist. :
